Town Fathers 
Hear Report of 
School Board 


The regular meeting of the town 
fathers, held on Monday evening last, 
proved a short session, principally 
routine business being passed upon. 

A delegation from the school board, 
consisting of Secretary J. Smart and 
Dr. Little, reported to the council the 
result of a meeting which the board 
had with the teachers, at which re- 
duction of salaries was taken up. 

Mr. Smart, in his report, stated 
that the teachers wanted to know just 
what reductions were to be made in 
the salaries of the town officials, He 
read a list of the salaries paid, which, 
he said, were below that paid through- 
out the province. 

Mayor McMillan said that he could 
not see that the salaries paid to town 
officials had any bearing on the case, 
adding that the cases were not 
parallel. 

Dr. Little, after observing that the 
board found the teachers very reason- 
able, pointed out that the contracts 
ran till next June and could not be 
broken unless the teachers voluntarily 
waved same, He gave it as his 
opinion that if it could be proven that 
sufficient taxes could not be collected 
to meet salaries, it might be possible 
to reach an agreement with the teach- 
ers, the contracts notwithstanding. 

As an alternative to cutting sal- 
aries, it was suggested at the meeting 
by the teachers that they be given 
twenty-five per cent of thelr salaries 
in orders on the local stores, 

The school board was complimented 
on the interest they were taking in 
town financing. 

A motion was passed adopting the 
voters’ list as prepared as the one 
for 1983, 

Accounts to the value of $314.05 
were passed for payment.

The barring of Herman Trelle from 
the Chicago Fair for three years has 
caused considerable comment in 
Grande Prairie and district, 

The majority talked to by The 
Tribune man feel that the Peace River 
especially will suffer by the ruling of 
the Chicago Fair board, 

Asked for a statement by The 
Tribune reporter, J, H, Hunter, presi- 
dent of the Grande Prairie Board of 
Trade, had the following to say: 

“The Board of Trade much regrets 
the ruling of the Chicago authorities 
which debars Herman Trelle from ex- 
hibiting for three years. The decision 
means that the Wheat King for that 
period cannot be crowned again, but 
neither can he really lose the crown, 
since he is forced to retire unde- 
feated.” 

The reporter then interviewed L. C. 
Porteous, chairman of the agricul- 


tural committee, on the ruling of the 


Chicago Fair board, He had the fol- 
lowing to say:

The Editor, 
Kanada Esperantisto: 


I appreciated very much Rev. Nelson 
Chappel’s letter in your issue of} 
November 10. He is quite right that 
Esperanto is not only a language but 
it is a movement, a force for world 
fellowship and universal love. We all 
feel it, who have used this remarkable 
medium for intellectual and spiritual 
communion with those of other lands 
and other races. It is stimulating to 
carry on a correspondence in which we 
exchange ideas about the customs of 
our respective countries, and describe 
the vidindajoj, k.t.p., but should we not 
try to go further? Should we not try 
to he'p our friends who are situated 
in trying circumstances in other parts 
of the world, suffering privations and 
hardships which we in this favored 
land can searcely conceive? of 
course our help can seldom be of a 
material or financial nature; it is not 
to be expected that it should. Esper- 
anto has something higher to offer 
than mere material help; it offers 
itself as a medium for the transmis- 
sion of encouragement, sympathy, 
faith, trust, good cheer, friendliness, 
and those intangibles and imponder- 
ables which form the best of life.
